Veterans wanted 
for free trips to D.C.

The Honor Flight Tri-State organiza¬ 
tion wants to reward veterans by provid¬ 
ing free flights to Washington D.C. to see 
the memorials that honor their service. 

Jouett Faulkner of Dry Ridge lived to 
see a dream come true when he was 
whisked away on an airplane last fall to 
visit the War War II Memorial in 
Washington. 

The trip and memorial had special 
meaning for Faulkner because he was 
part of the 120-man 60 th Medical 
Battalion, Company C, who stormed 
Omaha Beach during WWII. There were 
more than 4,000 casualties during that 
battle.

“We just want to get these veterans to 
Washington to see their memorials because 
we’re losing more of them every day,” 
Brockhoff said. He estimated as many as 
800 veterans from WWII die daily. 

The WWII and Korean War veterans 
are the group’s top priority as the number 
of survivors from these wars is dwindling. 
The group says that in another five to 
seven years, almost all the WWII veterans 
will be gone. 

To be selected for the program, a vet¬ 
eran or someone on behalf of the veteran 
should fill out an application at honor- 
flighttristate.org. A phone interview fol¬ 
lows the application. 

There are also applications online for 
guardians, often children, grandchildren 
or other family members, to accompany 
the veterans.

Magistrate Brian Linder called it “a step in the right direc¬ 
tion” to providing much-needed funding to the county’s five 
fire departments. 

The Grant County Fiscal Court unanimously approved a 
first reading April 16 of an ordinance for subscriber fees for 
fire departments. 

The cost of the dues, which residents of Dry Ridge and 
Williamstown would be exempt from, would be $25 for the 
first year. 

A property owner who owns multiple real estate parcels 
will only have to pay fire dues on three of those for a total of 
$75. 

“I think it’s a good mechanism to start with,” Linder said. 
“It allows the fire chiefs to continue with what their goal is 
with the fire and EMS taxing district. It doesn’t eliminate that. 
I think this is a good test run to see how that would be per¬ 
ceived in the public. Sometimes, you have to take small steps 
to get where you’re going. I know everybody’s frustrated and 
you want to take a big step to where you want to go, but it’s 
good to get things started.” 

The final reading of the ordinance will be voted on during 
the fiscal court’s May 7 meeting.

Legislators reflect on 2012 session 


The 2012 session of the General Assembly is 
winding down as legislators meet this week in a 
special session to iron out funding for a six-year 
road plan and discuss a bill involving pill mills. 

From the re-districting battle in the courts to 
an expanded gaming bill that went down in 
flames, the regular session has had a lot of 
action. 

Rep. Royce Adams, D-Dry Ridge, who is retir¬ 
ing this year after 20 years as state legislator, and 
Sen. Damon Thayer, R-Georgetown, reflect on the 
past few months in Frankfort. 

Overall, how do you feel the 2012 ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly went? 

Adams: “I think it was an improvement. I’m 
not happy with how it’s come down to the end. I 
think there was definitely more sense of coopera¬ 
tion. It seems as if everything was rolling along 
fine until the governor and (Senate) President 
David Williams had a disagreement on the road. 
Fie was wanting the governor to sign it before he 
passed the bill on funding it.” 

Thayer: ‘‘There were some bills passed that I 
didn’t agree with and some passed that I agreed

with. So, it was a session that was difficult 
because of the redistricting and the expanded 
gambling battles. But, when you deal with big 
issues, they’re going to be challenging. And, it 
was a challenging session.” 

What was your view of budget that 
passed during the session? 

Adams: ‘It was a good budget in the fact that 
we didn’t raise taxes and we didn’t raise our 
bonded indebtedness. The cuts were 8.4 percent 
for most state agencies on top of what they already 
had. It’s going to make for a significant reduction 
in what they can do and what they can’t do. You 
can’t keep cutting everything. Without any new 
revenue, you have to do with what you have. We’re 
not like Washington, we can’t deficit spend.” 

Thayer: ‘‘Certainly, the passage of a state 
budget was good news. It’s an austere budget that 
reflects tough economic times. It reduces the 
state’s debt load and sets us up for progress if the 
economy recovers in the near future.”

What motivated you to live a health¬ 
ier lifestyle? Living a healthier lifestyle 
was a decision that I did not have to 
make.

OUR OPINION 

Don’t burn now - 
It’s illegal! 

If you’ve got brush to burn, make sure you fol¬ 
low Kentucky law because Spring Forest Fire 
Hazard Season continues through April 30. 

That means during this time, it is illegal to burn 
anything within 150 feet of any woodland or brush- 
land between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. 

The law is intended to prevent forest fires by 
allowing outdoor burning after 6 p.m. when condi¬ 
tions are less likely to cause a wildfire to spread. 

When burning debris or yard waste, the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry recommends these guide¬ 
lines: 

• Clear a safe zone that is wide enough to pre¬ 
vent the escape of fire. 

• Keep a supply of water and a rake or shovel 
readily accessible. 

• Do not leave a fire unattended. 

• Burn only when the wind is calm and the 
humidity level is high. 

• Extinguish fire completely if conditions become 
windy. 

• Keep burn piles small to allow quick control of 
the fire if necessary. 

• Locate burn piles an adequate distance from 
structures and utilities. 

Although unsafe debris burning is a significant 
problem, arson remains the leading cause of wild¬ 
fire in Kentucky. To help combat this criminal 
offense, citizens are asked to report any suspicious 
acts of arson to the nearest Kentucky State Police 
post or the Target Arson Hotline at 1-800-27- 
ARSON. 

For more information about fire hazard seasons, 
outdoor burning laws and safe burning practices, 
contact the Kentucky Division of Forestry at 1-800- 
866-0555 or visit the division’s Web site at http:// 
www.forestry.ky.gov/<http://www.forestry.ky.gov/ 
programs/firemanage/>.

Volunteers needed for Medical Reserve Corps 


I n the aftermath of the 
terrorist attacks of Sept. 
11, a new program was 
formed to supplement the 
health system.The Medical 
Reserve Corps provides a vol¬ 
unteer pool that can enhance 
and support public health 
agencies and the health care 
infrastructure during a crisis. 
Since 2002, the program has 
grown to more than 200,000 
volunteers in nearly 1,000 
units across the country. 
Northern Kentucky’s Medical 
Reserve Corps unit has 382 
members, including nine from 
Grant County. 

Local Medical Reserve 
Corps volunteers have partici¬ 
pated in a variety of exercises, 
testing patient transfer, patient 
decontamination and even for 
a mock airplane crash. Most 
importantly, they provided 
support to the health depart¬ 
ment during the 2009 H1N1 
swine flu vaccination clinics. 
The beauty of the Medical 
Reserve Corps program, I 
think, is its flexibility—both in 


the time commitment and the 
type of assistance needed. 

Volunteers can decide how 
much they want to participate. 
The only required aspect is a 
two-hour orientation training 
(the next one is scheduled for 
6 to 8 p.m. on April 17 at the 
health department’s district 
office in Edge wood). After 
that, volunteers can simply be 
on reserve—credentialed and 
ready to assist if needed or 
they can be more active, par¬ 
ticipating in additional training 
and exercise. 

When the Medical Reserve 
Corps is called into action, 
again, the volunteer chooses 
whether or not he/she is able to 
respond. Some volunteers may 
be willing to travel (we’ve 
helped staff hurricane evacuee 
shelters in Louisville) or they 
may only want to volunteer 
close to home. They may want 
to give a few hours of time or 
they may be able to devote 
more. Don’t let the medical 
part of the name be limiting, 
either. Volunteers are needed 


with backgrounds ranging 
from physicians, nurses and 
veterinari¬ 
ans to chap¬ 
lains, tmck 
drivers and 
interpreters. 

Everyone, 
no matter 
what their 
back- 
ground, has 
a contribu¬ 
tion they 
can make 
during an 
emergency. 

For 
example, 
during the 
2009 swine flu vaccination 
clinics, we had Medical 
Reserve Corps volunteers who 
directed traffic, guided patients 
through the clinic lines and did 
data entry. We also had medi¬ 
cal volunteers providing shots 
or screening patients. If some¬ 
one wanted to help in the 
response, we found a job that 
he/she was comfortable and 


qualified to do. With each 
training, preparedness exercise 
and emergency 
response, 
MedicalReserve 
Corps volun¬ 
teers are protect¬ 
ing the health 
and safety of 
Northern 
Kentucky. As 
the program 
moves into its 
second decade, 
we look forward 
to continuing to 
nurture our vol¬ 
unteers, as they 
are an important 
asset in our 
disaster response plans. If 
you’d like more information 
on the Medical Reserve Corps, 
contact Jean Caudill at 859- 
363-2009 or visit http://www.

She will do great things for 
the Commonwealth, just like the care I received as her patient.

No-till philosophy 
easy on the soil

only have the time to do it when the weekend 
rolls around. Well, what would you say if I told 
you that you were off the hook when it comes to 
spring tilling? 

Tilling has become passe, which will likely 
be hard for some gardeners to swallow. Sure, it 
makes people happy to see a clean, freshly tilled 
garden, ready to receive seeds and seedlings, 
anticipating a bountiful harvest. The truth is too 
much tilling is bad for the soil. Soil is not just 
dirt; it is a living organism and the more we 
disturb it the less alive it becomes. 

Till or no till 

Tilling the soil allows us to seed or plant the 
garden more easily; it also allows the developing 
roots to extend freely through the soil but this is 
short-lived because once rain visits the plot the 
pulverized soil becomes a smooth crust. Soil 
scientist, Fois Braun explains, “Both air and 
water should easily infiltrate these pores for 
healthy root growth and for a healthy soil micro¬ 
bial life. Tillage pulverizes larger clumps of soil 
(“aggregates”) into a fine powder which is easily 
washed by the next rain down into the soil’s 
pores, clogging them up.” 
It’s like bread that won’t 
raise or smooth versus 
chunky peanut butter. Put 
this way, it makes a great 
deal of sense. We all know 
how important oxygen, 
moisture and drainage is 
for plant health so larger 
aggregate clumps of soil 
are ideal over finely tilled 
“powder” that more easily 
erodes or becomes com¬ 
pacted under foot or spring 
rains. 

The most important part 
of soil structure is organic 
matter. Organic matter slowly decomposes (till¬ 
ing speeds up the decomposition) and as it does 
it feeds our plants at a rate that matches the 
plants ability to uptake the nutrients. Not to 
mention other living organisms that are in the 
soil that become displaced in tilled soil and may 
not be able to recover and function at their new 
depth. From earthworms to beneficial nema¬ 
todes, an intricate system of life lies beneath the 
soil’s surface. 

Heavy compact 

There are times to till, however, and many 
gardeners are probably forced to do so more 
often than not because they have been left with 
mechanically compacted subsoil that a jackham¬ 
mer can’t crack. Compacted soil does indeed 
need to be tilled but for the long-term improve¬ 
ment of the area you must also add lots of 
organic matter. 

I have my eye on a new location for planting 
next spring and I plan on preparing the site now 
by depositing the results of cleaning the chicken 
coop...a few loads this year will result in com¬ 
posted manure by next spring that I can easily 
“flip” into the soil when I am ready to plant.

My rule, which I made up myself and am 
quite pleased with, is this, whomever it’s more important 
to gets to choose. 

For 30 or so years, it’s been more important to me, so 
I got to do all the choosing. But now I have to fight and 
claw and present valid, provable reasons for what I want 
to do in the house. It’s like I’m a lawyer preparing for 
court and frankly, it’s exhausting and I don’t have too 
much fight left in me. That’s where the back sliding glass 
door comes in. The door leads out onto a screened porch 
and faces a grassy median. Beyond that are the backs of 
the villas on the next street over from us. When we first 
moved in eight or so years ago I didn’t put up drapes or 
blinds or anything covering the big glass door because I 
like the feeling of bare openness and hate feeling closed 
in or cluttered. However, anybody can see in from the 
outside especially at night if we have the lights on. That’s 
always been a concern, but not enough to do anything 

about it. I always said if the 
neighbors don’t want to 
see me they all have drapes 
or blinds they can close. 
Let the bloodletting - I 
mean negotiations begin. 
After several rounds, we 
compromised on a screen 
that rolls up into a valance 
so during the day the win¬ 
dow can look as bare naked 
as I like it and at night, 
with the screen rolled 
down, the neighbors and 
passersby can’t see in. 

This whole ordeal got me thinking about why we need 
window coverings in the first place. What is it about our 
humanity that compels us to hide ourselves behind walls 
and drapes and roll up shades? Jesus said that people (that 
would be you and me) love darkness instead of light 
because their deeds are evil and we’re afraid we’ll be 
exposed (John 3:19) Ever since Adam and Eve sinned and 
felt the need to cover up their nakedness we’ve been hid¬ 
ing behind clothes and window coverings ever since. We 
don’t want people to see what we’re doing. We don’t want 
them to know our business. We don’t want them to judge 
us, even if we’re just sitting on the couch eating ice cream, 
watching “The Real Housewives of New Jersey.” 

In the 2008 Christianity Today article “Hope for 
Fools,” the author posed the question, What would it be 
like to be “unfallen?” He wrote “How can we, the fallen 
and fearful, even guess what it would be like to have the 
easy freedom of sinlessness, to go to one’s bed at night 
anxious for nothing, never suspecting peril in any rustling 
of the leaves or of the mind?” We can’t, and as long as 
there are people, who love the darkness, who would peek 
through our windows with the intent to harm us, and as 
long as we continue to do things that bring us shame, we 
will continue to cover our windows. However, those 
who have run to Jesus can be assured that he has taken 
away their guilt and shame. “But whoever lives by the 
truth comes into the light,” Jesus said, “so that it may 
be seen plainly that what he has done has been done by 
God.” (John 3:21) Christ, having taken away our 
shame, enables us to live exposed, forgiven and 
redeemed lives. Theoretically, we don’t need to cover 
ourselves. That said, I must admit that we really do 
need something on the back glass door-for the sake of 
our neighbors.

Hunt’s dream comes true 

GCHS senior signs letter of intent wih KCU

Basketball has been a major 
part of Trevor Hunt’s life since 
he was 4-years-old. 

Now, he begins a new 
chapter of basketball 
in his life as he signed 
his national letter of 
intent, April 13, to 
play for Kentucky 
Christian University. 

“It means a lot to 
me,” Hunt said. “It 
means I fulfilled my 
dream.” 

Hunt, who aver¬ 
aged 18 points per 
game and seven 
rebounds last season 
for the Braves, will 
be trading in his gold 
and blue for red and 
black, which he sup¬ 
ported with a red tie and red 
tennis shoes. 

“I had to match the tie,” he 
said. 

Hunt said basketball, along 
with his family and teammates, 
who attended the signing, have 
been important during his life. 

“Basketball has been a big 
part of my life,” Hunt said. 
“My brother, Cory, and sister, 
Brooke, played in college and 
I always watched them play, 
which made me want to play 
at the collegiate level. 
Basketball is big in my life.” 


This dream may not have 
come true after his sophomore 
season, when he injured his 
back. 

“I was out for 12 weeks,” 
Hunt said. “It wasn’t a freak 
injury. It was just surprising to 
me.” 

Following that 
season, Grant 
County basketball 
saw a coaching 
change with Jim 
Hicks taking over 
the program in 

2011. The Braves 
went 9-20 in that 
first season, but in 

2012, the Braves 
won 20 games, 
making it to the 
8th Region tour¬ 
nament, where 
they lost to 
Oldham County in 

the first round. 

Hunt contributes making it 
to the collegiate level to Hicks’ 
instruction and preparation. 

“It would have been great 
if coach Hicks could have 
been here since my freshman 
year,” Hunt said. “Nothing 
against coach Ron Kinmon or 
coach Joseph Utter, they have 
been a big part of me getting 
here, but coach Hicks has 
made me the person I am 
today and the reason I am 
going to play college basket¬ 
ball.” 


Hicks said he hopes this is 
the first of many GCHS bas¬ 
ketball players that will get an 
opportunity to play collegiate 
basketball. 

“This is the selling point 
for our program here for the 
younger players,” Hicks said. 
“This is icing on the cake. This 
is special to Trevor and this 
was goal from the beginning 


of the season to see his goal 
come true.” 

His mother, Etta Hunt, has 
been an integral part in 
Trevor’s basketball career, as 
she is the first one he would 
look for after basketball 
games.

Lake Pollywog stocked for fishing 


The Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources has partnered with the 
city of Dry Ridge to provide a fishing 
opportunity at Lake Pollywog. 

The 3.5-acre lake is enrolled in the 
Fishing in Neighborhoods (FENs) pro¬ 
gram. The FINs program, which began in 
2006 with five lakes, now includes 35 
lakes in 22 counties. The goal of the pro¬ 
gram is to provide quality fishing opportu¬ 
nities near cities of all sizes throughout the 
commonwealth. These lakes are great 
places to make a quick getaway, relax and 
catch a mess of fish. They also are great 
places to take the family fishing without 
traveling far from home. 

The lake will receive two yearly stock¬ 
ings of channel catfish and three annual 
stockings of rainbow trout. 

Since trout prefer cold water, the 
department stocks them during the cool 
months of February, March and November. 


The department will stock catfish during 
March and August. 

Lake Pollywog will receive its first 
stocking of 700 channel catfish during the 
first two weeks of March. The stocked 
channel catfish will be 12-16 inches long 
and average 1-pound each. The stocking 
of 1,500 rainbow trout is scheduled for 
mid-March. The lake already received 
750 rainbow trout stocked in early 
February. Rainbow trout will average 
9-12 inches long. 

Additionally, lakes containing sunfish 
and bass will be managed and stocked as 
necessary. Check the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife website for the complete list of 
lakes, exact stocking dates, license require¬ 
ments and directions to each lake. The site 
also has a place for you to submit pictures 
of your catch. Just go to www.fw.ky.gov/ 
urbanfishing.asp <http://www.fw.ky.gov/ 
urbanfishing.asp> to get the latest infor¬ 


mation. 

Daily limits for each angler fishing a 
FINs lake includes five rainbow trout, four 
catfish, one largemouth bass over 15 
inches and 15 bluegill or other sunfish. A 
statewide fishing license is required for 
anglers who are 16 and older. Licensed 
anglers who want to keep their trout must 
have an additional trout permit. The trout 
permit is included in the $5 senior license 
for those anglers age 65 and older, as well 
as the sportsmen’s license. 

• March 1 - Marked the start of the new 
year for fishing licenses. By purchasing a 
fishing license and trout permit you are 
helping fund fisheries management and 
the FINs program.

How effective do you fill the bill limit¬ 
ing purchase of pseudophedrine will be 
in curbing meth production? 

Adams: “We passed the pseudoephedrine 
bill after so long a time. The average person has 
the privilege of buying two boxes a month with¬ 
out having to have a prescription. I thought it 
was a good compromise. Gel caps and liquids 
are exempt anyway. We hope it will have a posi¬ 
tive impact because meth production is one of 
the biggest problems we have in our state, along 
with prescription drugs. Many times, it hurts 
innocent people. A lot of the raids that have been 
done on meth labs, they find young children in 
the same house. That is really scary because 
some innocent life can be taken because the 
mistakes of the ones trying to make it.” 

Thayer: “I recognize that we have a major 
problem with meth production in Kentucky. I just 
feel that making Sudafed available by prescrip¬ 
tion is just the wrong way to go. It’s not fair to 
law-abiding citizens who require Sudafed to deal 
with common issues like colds, allergies and 
sinuses. I think it could clog up doctor’s offices 
and emergency rooms and drive up the cost of 
health care and really punish the people who are 
law-abiding citizens. In the end, they watered the 
bill down somewhat and I don’t think it’s going 
to do any good battling the problem to begin 
with. The criminals will always find a way 
around the system.” 

Were there any bills that you wish 
would have been passed or voted on that 
were not? 

Adams: “I’m strictly a pro-life legislator. I 
would have certainly liked to have seen the pro¬ 
life bill that was being pushed this year, regard¬ 
ing face-to-face consultation between patient 
and doctor, get passed. But, it’s very difficult to 
get those bills through because there’s strong 
feelings on both sides.” 

Thayer: “Senate Bill 1, which I was the co¬ 
sponsor of, would have required that, in the 
future, the General Assembly not issue more 
than 6 percent of the state’s budget for debt

obligations. We’re pretty close to that 6-percent 
threshold right now and I think having a law that 
limits future General Assemblies would be very 
good news for the taxpayers because if we go 
over 6 percent of the budget for debt obligation, 
it has a negative effect on our ability to borrow 
money at low rates. Then, as happens every year, 
we pass pro-life bills in the Senate and they die 
down in the House. It’s happened now for eight 
years in a row. I think people are getting really 
tired living in a conservative state like Kentucky, 
but the House of Representatives refusing to do 
what the majority of people want and that is to 
pass more pro-life legislation.” 

How much of an impact will the six- 
year road plan have on Grant County? 

Adams: “It will be a big impact if they hap¬ 
pen to live in the areas where the improvements 
are being made. The big thing is the Eagle 
Tunnel Bridge is set to go to bid in May. 
Hopefully, well get that completed to enable 
those people to not have to go through all that 
detour. We also have the Barnes Road project, 
which is underway. Then, we have the railroad 
bridges on the south end of the county. There’s 
two on Blanchett Road and one on Delaney 
Road. They are really antiques when it comes to 
bridges. They’re made out of timbers instead of 


concrete or steel. It just seems there’s con¬ 
stantly something wrong with one of them and 
they have to close them down to get repairs. 
We put all three of those bridges in the six- 
year road plan. I feel like they’ll be built right 
away because they come out of a different pool 
than most of your state projects. They come 
out of the bridge pool.” 

Thayer: “The road plan that has passed is 
very good for Grant County. There’s funds 
allocated to replace the railroad bridge at Eagle 
Tunnel. There’s also funds to begin the pro¬ 
cess of improving the 1-75 interchange at KY 
36 in advance of the Ark Encounter. I just hope 
that in the special session we can pass fund¬ 
ing for those projects.” 

As you retire this year, what went 
through your mind when you realized 
that this was your last legislative ses¬ 
sion? 

Adams: “It’s bittersweet. When you’ve been 
doing something for 20 years, it’s going to be an 
adjustment to not be doing it. It’s something 
where you have mixed feelings. They gave me a 
plaque in honor of my service and my col¬ 
leagues came around and told me they were 
going to miss me. It makes you feel good, but in 
the same token, it has a different effect. I’ve 
worked for 20 years to try to build trust and 
relationships with my constituents as well as my 
colleagues.” 

What has it been like representing 
Grant County, alongside Rep. Adams, 
during your tenure as senator? 

Thayer: “I really enjoyed serving with Rep. 
Adams the last nine years. We’ve worked togeth¬ 
er in a bi-partisan fashion to do what’s right for 
Grant County. I think if you look around, with the 
widening of Interstate-75, the water lines that 
have been installed throughout the county, the 
completion of the U.S. 25 bridge south of 
Williamstown and with Barnes Road being 
under construction, I think people can see the 
positive results when two people of different 
pol itical parties work together for the good of the 
people they represent. I wish Rep. Adams well. 
Well miss him.”

NARRATIVE 

AN ORDINANCE APPROVING A LEASE WITH THE 
BANK OF KENTUCKY, INC. TO FINANCE THE

NAMED 

CHIEF

Tom Jump is returning to his roots after 
being named the new chief of the Dry Ridge 
Fire Department. 

He was unanimously approved for the 
position during the March 19 Dry Ridge City 
Council meeting. 

Jump began his duties April 1. 

‘When they called me, it kind of caught 
me by surprise,” he said. “I wasn’t expecting 
to hear anything from them yet. I know there 
was other very qualified people who applied 
for the job so I really appreciate them giving 
me the opportunity. I spent most of my life 
doing something 
with the fire depart¬ 
ment.” 

The 61-year-old 
got his start as a fire 
fighter as a member 
of the then-all volun¬ 
teer DRFD. 

During his 25 
years with Dry Ridge, 
Jump served as assis¬ 
tant chief for about 
15 years and chief for 
one year in the 

1980s. 

He retired as a lieutenant from Lexington 
Fire Department after 26 years in 2010. 

But, after being away, Jump realized how 
much he missed his calling. 

“I felt like I still had some fire department 
still left in me,” he said. “I felt like I could add 
to the department or at least I hope I can.” 

Jump has been volunteering at DRFD for 
the past year. 

He replaces Robert Bruin, who left Dry 
Ridge at the end of the February 2011 to 
become chief of the Georgetown Fire 
Department. 

Bruin was head of the Dry Ridge Fire 
Department for four years before his resigna¬ 
tion. Assistant Chief Joe Jamison served as 
interim chief for more than a year.

The fiscal court currently provides $25,000 
annually to each of the five fire departments 
— Dry Ridge, Williamstown, Crittenden, 
Corinth and Jonesville. 

If fire dues are approved by the court, 
Judge-Executive Darrell Link has said $25,000 
will no longer be allocated from the general 
fund for each department. 

However, if the funds generated by the fire 
dues falls short of $25,000 per department, the 
remainder will be made up from the county’s 
general fund, Link said. 

“It’s not our goal that any of the fire depart¬ 
ments would lose money,” he said. “In this new 
budget that I’ll be proposing to the magistrates, 
I will again set aside $125,000 until we see 
how much money does come in. That way if 
any of them fall short, and if there are a number 
of people who opt out, we will make that up by 
utilizing that $125,000.” 

Only about 22 counties in the state are cur¬ 
rently utilizing subscription dues as a funding 
mechanism for fire departments, said Link. 

The fee would be put on the tax bills mailed 
to residents in the fall. 

They would have to pay their tax bill in full 
before filling out a form asking for a refund of 
their fire subscription dues. 

Residents then would have the option to opt 
out of paying the dues for a particular year or 
opt out permanently. 

Another form could be filled out to opt back 
in if a resident changed their mind. 

A resident who opts to not pay the subscrip¬ 
tion fee would potentially pay anywhere from 
$500 for a single family residence to $1,000 for 
a multi-family residence if they utilize the fire 
department’s services. 

Several attendees in the standing-room only 
meeting at the Grant County Courthouse 
believe the ordinance should not include an 
opt-out clause. 

“Why put all the weasel stuff in there?” said 
Dave Rose, a Grant County resident. “Why not 
call it a subscription fee and it’s $25 flat, peri¬ 
od? That’s the fair and just way to do it.” 

While he would likely not opt out, Darby 
Muse said he could find 10 people who would 
if given the opportunity. 

“As far as I’m concerned, these people here 
are just like soldiers,” Muse said about the fire 
fighters. “They go into situations they don’t 
even know what they’re getting into.

percent of residents would opt out of the sub¬ 
scription fees. 

Some believe the $25 fee is not enough. 

“I think $25 is too cheap and I don’t think 
there should be an opt-out clause in it, period,” 
said Dry Ridge City Council member John 
Renaker. “They want the protection, but they 
don’t want to pay for it.” 

Chuck Givin, who served on the Crittenden 
Volunteer Fire Department for years, agreed. 

“I think $25 is not enough,” he said. “It’s 
only going to replace what money they barely 
have now. And, I think the opt out is a bad 
option.” 

Grant County resident Jim Conrad, a former 
lieutenant for the Florence Fire Department, 
commended Link, the magistrates and fire 
chiefs for coming up with a start to a funding 
solution. 

However, Conrad said he believes creating 
fire districts may be beneficial because they 
would allow the more than property owners to 
be taxed, which would bring in a steadier 
stream of revenue to the departments. 

“The coming of the Ark park and the 
peripheral establishments that are associated 
with the Ark park and everything else that this 
county is looking forward to, I think is great,” 
he said. “But, I believe we are going to be very 
far behind if we don’t step up to the plate and 
address this issue now and get it started...This 
$25 is just the tip of the iceberg of what you’re 
going to need as a county to fund what fire and 
EMS you’re going to need down the road. 
There’s no telling what our fire and EMS ser¬ 
vice will look like in 10 years. Some way or 
another it’s going to have to be funded. This is 
your start. I don’t think we should object to 
it.” 

One substantial change since the ordinance 
was introduced relinquished the fire chiefs’ 
ability to change the amount of the subscriber 
fees after the first year. 

The ordinance now states that the fiscal 
court would approve any changes to the 
amount of the dues. 

Link said the fire chiefs would submit an 
annual report to the fiscal court that included 
how much money the fire dues brought in and 
what that funding was used for. 


After having a year of data to analyze from 
the fire dues, the chiefs could ask the magis¬ 
trates to increase the amount of the fees, said 
Link. 

However, any increase would be up to the 
discretion of the magistrates. 

“Obviously, the key advantage here is that 
if this court raised it beyond the point where 
taxpayers were comfortable, you can vote us 
all out,” Linder said to the attendees. “That’s 
why we want to keep it with the fiscal court 
because it’s taxes being levied on property 
owners. There should be an answer back to 
those. We’ve got to face everybody on elec¬ 
tion time.” 

While the fire subscription fees received a 
first reading, two other issues are still linger¬ 
ing. 

A scheduled second reading of an ambu¬ 
lance taxing district ordinance was removed 
from the agenda. 

An emergency services taxing district pro¬ 
posed by the Grant County Fire Chiefs’ 
Association to help with fire and EMS fund¬ 
ing is still in the petition stage to get on the 
ballot for the November election, said 
Crittenden Fire Chief Lee Burton. 

‘The fire departments are not stopping the 
drive for an emergency services taxing dis¬ 
trict,” he said. “That is still very much in our 
plans and we’re still continuing forward. We 
want the burden to have fire and EMS spread 
equally upon everyone, not just the landown¬ 
ers.” 

However, Burton applauded the fiscal 
court for the fire dues proposal and stressed 
how it will benefit the fire departments until 
the emergency services tax is hopefully 
passed. 

“You have answered one question that has 
really worried me,” Burton said to the magis¬ 
trates. “Even if we get the emergency services 
tax, it will be about two years until we’ll start 
seeing money. We were concerned about how 
we were going to stay alive during that time 
frame. The magistrates have come up with a 
proposal where we will have money to con¬ 
tinue operating. We’re not going to be able to 
grow. We’re not going to be able to add ser¬ 
vices. But, we’ll still be in existence.”

The cost for this is $350. 
For veterans who don’t have a 
guardian to go with them, there 
is a waiting list of people who 
have volunteered to serve as 
guardians and accompany vet¬ 
erans on the trip. 

Faulkner’s grandson, Josh 
Faulkner, who is serving in the 
military, accompanied his 
grandfather. 

‘It was really, really some¬ 
thing,” Jouett said. “It was really 
nice and I appreciate that I got to 

go-” 

Brockhoff said that all those 
involved with the honor flights 
are volunteers. 

“Every nickel we raise goes 
to getthese guys to Washington,’ ’ 
Brockhoff said. 

Donations are also accepted 
to help offset costs. 

“The airplane alone costs 
about $28,000 so we’re always 
holding fundraisers,” he said. 

The flights occur April 
through October and happen 


once a month, with none in 
July and August when 
Washington temperatures often 
soar. 

Brockhoff was able to serve 
as a guardian to his stepfather 
on a flight last year. 

“He had never been to see 
the memorial. It’s a pretty neat 
thing. It’s just so rewarding to be 
able to take these guys,” 
Brockhoff said. 

Spouses are not allowed to 
accompany these veterans 
because the idea is for the veter¬ 
ans to talk amongst themselves 
and share their experiences with 
others who might have had a 
similar experience. 

Brockhoff said veterans are 
treated like a “king for a day.” 

Once arriving in Washington, 
the veterans are transported 
around the city on chartered 
tour buses, with a police escort. 
Their meals and snacks are 
included. 

Faulkner’s experience 
included being greeted by doz¬ 
ens of uniformed cadets from 


the U.S. Naval Academy in 
Annapolis, Md. upon arrival at 
Baltimore International Airport. 
Retired U.S. Sen. Bob Dole and 
his wife, Elizabeth, talked to the 
vets and posed for photos with 
them at the memorial. 

When the veterans return 
home, they are greeted by a 
military honor guard, as well as 
by friends and family. 

“It’s tough to convince some 
of the veterans to go,’ ’ Brockhoff 
said. “Some have health issues 
and are afraid but we take 
wheelchairs with us and also 
have medical staff available. 

“Most of these veterans are 
in their 80s and 90s. We’ve even 
taken one as old as 99. Some are 
concerned about a 16-hour day, 
but we attempt to make it as 
easy and enjoyable as possible. 
The only thing they have to do 
is get to the airport and we take 
care of the rest,” Brockhoff 
said.
